Dead man discovered 
in submerged car

The Florida Highway Patrol 
is ihvestigating the cause of a 
single vehicle accident on SR

man died. The decomposed 
body of Albert Ohralik, 78, of 
Jensen :Веасһ was recovered 
from his 1999 Chevrolet Geo 
Tuesday after the vehicle, 
which was submerged in а

According to FHP homicide 
investigator Cpl.

Cpl» Brown said when she 
notifiéd the victim's 82-year-old 
brother, who alse lives in 
Jensen Beach, he indicated 
that Mr. Ohralik could have 
been returning from visiting 
friends in Naples when the 
accident occurred, but couldn't 
give authorities a date when he 
had last seen his brother.

Harrowing story told by 
boaters on Lake Okeechobee 


Editor’s note: The following letter was written 
to Pahokee Fire Department. Chief Gary 
Burroughs. We felt it was worth publishing. The 
firefighters commended in this article are Bruce 
Wetherington and Edward Sossi. 


Dear Chief: 

On the afternoon of March 27, 2000, in the 
height of a terrible storm on Lake Okeechobee, I 
had the pleasure of seeing your rescue boat and 
its two man crew come from Pahokee to our aid. 

“Му friend, Alan Warren, age 64 (a visitor from 
England), and myself, age 68, came out of Port 


at the dock and another of your men took what 
information that was needed and left. We were 
beyond thinking at that ‘tithe and were elated 
being alive. 

^ Alan and I emptied the boat of two feet of 
water and the boat appeared sound. The res- 
cuers disappeared and we do not know who they 
were. We would appreciate your providing their 
names.

To predict the future, study `- 


the past. That is the simple, yet 
highly .effective, forecasting 
method of Dr. William Gray. 
Gray, an atmospheric scien- 
tist from Colorado State 
University, has been success- 
fully forecasting future hurri- 
cane seasons since 1984. By 
looking at past hurricane sea- 
sons, Gray has found a number 
of common environmental con- 
ditions, from the temperature 
of the ocean to, the amount of 
rainfall in West Africa, that 
allow him to make reliable pre- 
dictions about the future. 

You may have heard that 
Gray thinks the 2000 hurricane 
season will be busy. In his April 
7 update, Gray is forecasting 11 
tropical storms this summer, 7 
hurricanes and 3 major hurri- 
canes. 

Up "until recently, Gray was 
something of a loner in the 
meteorological. community, a 
man who didn't use the super 
computer models but chose 
instead the old fashioned 


method of painstaking research.

Climatologist. Anthony Lupe 
of the University of Missouri- 
Columbia thinks the hurri- 
canes that form this year might 
be more powerful than normal. 
Lupo has- discovered. a little- 
known Pacific Ocean climate 
condition that he believes leads 
to stronger Atlantic hurricanes. 

Like Dr. Gray, Lupo has stud- 
ied the past to predict the 
future. Lupo examined hurri- 
cane records: dating back to 
1938 and discovered a link 
between cooler-than normal 
Pacific Ocean water tempera- 
tures and something called the 
Northern’ Pacific — Oscilla- 
tion(NPO). 

The NPO is the nickname for 
an extended period of dramatic 
temperature extremes in the 
eastern Pacific. When the 
water temperature in the east- 
ern Pacific is warmer than nor- 
mal and ocean temperatures in 
the tropical Pacific are cooler 
than normal, Lupo discovered 
that Atlantic hurricanes tend 
to be more powerful. 

Lupo believes that weather 
pattern is forming now and, if 
he's right, then this hurricane 
season may lead to more pow- 
erful storms. 

Meanwhile, scientists at the 
University of Washington in 
Seattle have discovered what

Your chances of dying from 
drowning or lightning strikes are 
much greater than being the victim 
of a fatal alligator attack, but cau- 
tion is still advised. 

“There is a threa 
tistica Jim 
Huffstodt, public information coor- 
dinator with the Florida Fish and 
Wildlife Conservation Commission 
(FWC), "However, when you deal 
with a large predator it pays to stay 
wary" 

Huffgfodt said there h been 
more than 250 alligator attacks on 
humans in Florida since the FWC 

began documenting them in 1948, 
Nine incidents were fatal. Half of 
the fatal attacks involved children. 
We average from. 15-20 non- 
fatal alligatorsattacks each year,” 
he said.“That's a pretty small per: 
centage when you consider that we 
probably have more than а million 
alligators in Florida.

The ray is brown on the top, white 
on the bottom and can reach a little 
more than 2 pounds. It is the same 
species of ray common along both 
coasts of Florida known to tem- 
porarily enter fresh water.
